P Morion, who died Sunday evening at his summer home at 
Riilnebeck, N. Y., on the 96tli anniversary of Ins birth, his 
death following a very brief illness. , As financier and stales- 
nnn he had been a prominent figure in the country s business 
afd public life for many years, his public record nchidmg ser- 
vice in Congress, and as vice president of the United bl.tlcb 
a"?t^r 'SKSich such a great age, but longevity 
was not the chief distinction of this eminent man. What dis- 
tinguished him was the fact that he rose from the humbles 
beginning to commanding influence in the financial world and 
to high and honorable positions in the public life of Ins stale 
and the nation, and that in these positions he displayed not 
only ability of the highest order, bul exemplified those quali-, 
ties which command Ihe confidence and esteem oi ones 
countrymen.
